Unfortunately, the milestone is on the way 
downhill Last year, for the first time, the 
United States invested less in plant and 
equipment than Japan did, even though 
Japan's economy is half the size. The dis- 
parity suggests how grossly America is 
Neglecting its future. 

Japan spent $549 billion on capital in- 
vesument, compared with $513 billion by 
the United States, according to the Coun- 
cil on Competitiveness in Washington. Al- 
though a single year's figures may be of 
limited significance, they are par of a 
long-term pattern. Since 1972, Japan has 
spent an average of 17 percent of its gross 
domestic product on capital investment, 
and America only 12 percent. 

Capital investment is probably the most 
important factor in determining a country’s 
future productivity and standard of living. 
American manufacturing productivity is 
greater than that of other major industrial 
countries, but ihis lead is bound to be lost if 
others continue to invest more. 

A one percentage point lag in productivi- 
ty per year for one century “was sufficient 
to transform the United Kingdom from the 
world's undisputed industrial leader into 
the third-rate economy thar it is today.” 
William Baumol notes in a recent study of 
productivity. A long period of sustained 
underinvestment means lower standards of 
living at home and diminished power to 
eaert influence abroad. 

If Japan so chooses, its enormous surplus- 
ts could be invested to serve diplomatc as 
well as economic goals. America has the 
same option. But to aid the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe on the scale, say, of the 
Marshall Plan, the United States would have 
to generate sufficient savings, which it seems 
unwilling to do even though the economy is 
far larger than it was after World War IL.
